With the close of the 1975 shooting 
season there have been some new 
records set and verified by the 
measuring committee. We will present 
them here for your information. The 
complete record sheet will be 
published next month in its usual full 
page form. 

Going back to the oldest record 
which has been verified we find that 
John Fry, shooting at the Grissly Moun- 
tain Benchrest Club in British Columbia 
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on October 12 and 13, 1974 fired new 
Light Varmint and Sporter records at 
200 yards. 

This takes place due to the fact that 
the Canadia BRS and IBS have an ex- 
change agreement for records. 
Although the match was not IBS 
registered the records fired there could 
be applied to our record list through 
the exchange agreement. It could also 
work the other way and our records 
could be applied to the Canadian 
listing. 

John fired a Light Varmint 200 yard 
aggregate of .2583 to replace the .2772 
fired by Suchan on 5-13-67. 

His Sporter aggregate at the same 
yardage was a .2966 which replaced the 
.3084 fired by Jim Stekl on 7-5-74. 

In addition, John Fry holds a new 
Three Gun Aggregate record of .3103. 
This replaces the .3713 fired by Selby 
Wright on 7-27-72. Our hearty 
congratulations to John for these out- 
standing performances. 

On September 6, 1975 at 
Englishtown, N.J., Joe Vinci fired a 
Light Varmint 100 yard single group 
record of .079 to replace the .095 fired 
by Beard on 7-17-65. Before that record 
could be officially measured Charles 
Fountaine fired a .077 at the Johnstown 
matches of September 20. 

Such is the way with this game. The 
old record stood for ten years and was 
broken twice within a two week period. 
Joe Vinci receives a record certificate 
for his performance, yet the record 
sheet will show Charles Fountaine as 
having the Light Varmint record for 
small group at 100 yards. Both men did 
a fine job and both are congratulated 
for excellent marksmanship. 

At that same Johnstown match on 
September 20, Mike Walker made his 
first benchrest appearance of that year 
and proceeded to set things on fire. 
When he was finished he had fired a 
new 100 yard Light Varmint aggregate 
of .2390 to replace the old record of 
.2425 fired by L. E. (Red) Cornelison on 
8-19-67. It would appear that retirement 
has been good to Mike. 

With those records the year was 
closed out and a new page for the 
record book will be made to indicate all 
the changes. Keep an eye on the 
present records for they most likely will 
be in for more change as shooters get 
better and equipment becomes more 
sophisticated.

The Buffalo Bill Historical Center 


A Link With The Old West 


Cody, Wyo. — The extensive collec- 
tion of Old West material at the Buffalo 
Bill Historical Center has been 
described as ‘‘...a magnificent 
documentation of pure West’’ by The 
New York Times, and by Esquire 
Magazine as ‘‘... the greatest collec- 
tion of Western memorabilia and art 
ever assembled.” 

The Buffalo Bill Historical Center 
museum complex is located in the small 
town (population 5,200) of Cody, Wyo., 
just 50 miles from the east entrance to 
Yellowstone National Park. Each sum- 
mer hundreds of thousands of travelers 
visit the Historical Center. The Center 
is open seven days a week from May 
through September. During June, July, 
and August, visiting hours run from 
7:00 a.m. until “10:00 p.m. 

The Buffalo Bill Historical Center 
began as a tribute to William F. (Buffalo 
Bill) Cody shortly after his death in 
1917. It has since grown into a 56,260- 
square-foot complex which includes 
the Buffalo Bill Museum, the Whitney 
Gallery of Western Art, the Plains In- 
dian Museum, and now the Winchester 
Gun Museum collection.

Cast Iron (or Aluminum) and Steel construction for 


Buffalo Bill died on Jan. 10, 1917, at 
the age of 70. There was immediate in- 
terest in creating a memorial to the 
well-known frontiersman, and within 
weeks the Buffalo Bill Memorial 
Association was formed by a group of 
citizens from the Cody area. The first 
major development came in 1924 when 
a heroic equestrian bronze of ‘‘Buffalo 
Bill Cody — The Scout” was created 
and contributed by sculptor Gertrude 
Vanderbilt Whitney. 

Three years later the Buffalo Bill 
Museum, housed in a rugged ranch- 
style log building, was opened to the 
public. In 1935, Mrs. Whitney again 
came to the Association’s aid with the 
gift of 40 acres of land on which the 
present facility is located. 

In the late 1950s funds from the Ger- 
trude Vanderbilt Whitney Trust were 
made available by her son, Cornelius V. 
Whitney, for the construction of a large, 
modern building. The new facility was 
separate from the Buffalo Bill Museum 
and was named the Whitney Gallery of 
Western Art.

tripled the size of the building. The new 
expansion provided a safe home for the 
extensive Buffalo Bill Musum collection 
and made it possible to create the 
Plains Indian Museum. 

Much of the funding for the building 
came from the Winchester Group of 
Olin Corporation, which produced a 
limited-edition Buffalo Bill Com- 
memorative rifle in 1968, and provided a 
royalty to the Buffalo Bill Memorial 
Association for each rifle sold. 

The educational nonprofit Buffalo Bill 
Historical Center is dedicated to the 
faithful recording and preservation of a 
great era in American history. Year by 
year, the Center expands its national 
resources of Western heritage. The in- 
stallation of the Winchester Gun 
Museum collection will be the major 
addition for 1976 and a fitting com- 
plement to each of the other three 
museums. 

The 1976 season will also be the oc- 
casion for a special exhibition in tribute 
to ‘‘The Indian.” Additionally, plans are 
under way for a $3.8-million fund drive 
to finance the construction of a new 
Plains Indian Museum which will 
present, for the first time, the Plains 
Indian culture in its entirety.

Paul J. Aurand, a longtime friend of 
benchrest shooting died on November 
1, 1975. Born on March 3, 1907 he 
resided in Milroy all his life. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, Sylvia, and a son and 
daughter. 

Paul was a retired chief clerk for 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation at the 
time of his death. In addition, he was an 
active member of the Blue Rock Sports- 
men’s Association, the National Rifle 
Association and was a charter member 
of IBS. 

From the earliest days of benchrest 
shooting Paul was interested in the 
sport. He served as statistician for the 
old Lewistown, Pa. club for many years. 
In addition, he was known to journey 
great distances to assist other clubs in 
match operation. 

Much of the reputation of the Hart 
family benchrest range can be placed 
on the shoulders of Paul Aurand for, 
during the early years of that range, he, 
and his wife, would make the journey 
from Lewistown to assist in statistics 
and registration, plus whatever else 
came up that needed doing. Only within 
the last four years did his face disap- 
pear from that range. He will be missed 
there. 

When Clint Benedict was starting 
benchrest shooting Paul took the long 
journey to Stittsville to be of whatever 
service he could provide. His help there 
was obvious and appreciated. 

In short, the shooting fraternity has 
lost a very dear friend and willing 
worker. Those who knew him always 
spoke well of him. A good friend and 
gentlemen such as Paul will be missed.

SMALL RIFLE vs. LARGE 
RIFLE PRIMERS 


Over the years | have been a regular 
reader of your P.S. column. From it | 
have gained a great deal of really solid, 
useful information. | would bet that the 
majority of your readers would say 
about the same. 

In your November ’75 column you 
stated in part, ‘‘..My opinion is that 
there is no adequate large primers to 
make this (.225 Win) a competitive 
benchrest cartridge. One of the reasons 
the Russian cartridge was chosen as 
the basis for a new benchrest cartridge 
is its use of the small primer...” 

For me, these two sentences raised 
more questions than they answered. 
But the point of this letter is not to 
challenge these statements. Rather, | 
suspect you know something about 
primers that | don’t. Why is the small 
primer better than the large for a 
benchrest cartridge? What is lacking in 
currently available larger rifle primers 
that makes the .225 Win an unsuitable 
benchrest cartridge? Would it be a bet- 
ter cartridge if adapted to small rifle 
primers? 

t would be most interested to have 
your comments on the subject of 
primers.

Most of my comments on primers are 
based on my experience as a benchrest 
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shooter. When we started the benchrest 
game in 1947, the .219 Wasp was the 
most popular cartridge. The Wasp 
cases were, and still are, very difficult 
to make. So it must have had something 
going for it. The standard load was 26.5 
gr. of 3031 with home made bullets and 
the Winchester 120 primer in either 
Winchester or Remington .219 Zipper 
cases made up and fire formed in the 
Wasp chamber. The Winchester 120 
primer was, as far as | know, the only 
primer available at that time that would 
give superior accuracy in this cartridge. 
The stated reason for this was that it 
was made especially for small capacity 
cartridges. Whether or not this was true 
is beside the point as it did work well 
while other primers did not. 

Nevertheless on extremely hot sum- 
mer days accuracy with this load 
deteriorated and we blamed the big 
primer. Variations in the load did not 
solve the problem. 

Then in 1950 the .222 Rem. came out 
and | believe | was the first one to use it 
at competitive benchrest. It worked very 
well with the 6 1/2 Rem. primer with the 
loads we used then. These loads were 
up to 21 grains of 4198 and 24.5 grains 
of 4895 with home made 50-52 grain or 
Sierra 50-55 grain soft points. On cold 
days the accuracy deteriorated and we 
blamed this on the small primer. 

Later the .222 Mag. was introduced 
and discing-out over the firing pin hole 
with the 6 1/2 primer brought on the 
development of the 7 1/2 primer using a 
thicker cup material and a shorter anvil. 
Until recently this was the most popular 
benchrest primer with up to 90% of the

shooters using it in cartridge of the 
.222, .222 Mag., .222 1/2, and 6x47 type. 
Accuracy did suffer on cold days even 
with the 7 1/2. As a result | tried 7 1/2 


primers with 10% extra charge weight. 


and the results in cold weather were 
improved considerably. 

Attempts to correlate accuracy with 
oscilloscope traces of the pressure time 
curve were suggested, but the time to 
accomplish these measurements did 
not become available. Several of our 
benchrest shooters have the necessary 
equipment to do this work. An 
oscilloscope with 10 millivolt/cen- 
timeter sensitivity might work satisfac- 
torily with a strain gage cemented to 
the barrel. If not a small amplifier would 
be required. Photographs of the trace 
would be almost a necessity. 

When we go to prove anything about 
accuracy with differences as small as 
the benchrest shooters experience, 
thousands of rounds are required to 
make the differences significant. This is 
the deterring factor when it comes to 
getting started. 

So my statement about there being 
no adequate primer to make the .225 a 
competitive benchrest cartridge was 
based on my experience with the Wasp. 
As you probably already know the 
Wasp more or less faded from the pic- 
ture with the demise of the Winchester 
120 primer. 

| may need to retract that statement 
later as the CCI large benchrest primer 
shows promise. Results with this primer 
in my Wasp 6 MM are better than 
anything tried before.

Winter Benchrest 
Shooting Time

October usually finds the end of the 
regular competition season for the 
table-top shooters. Hunting seasons 
and colder weather draw down on 
people and take up much of their time. 
All of us sort of welcome that close for 
it is usually a long hot summer and a 
break is needed. 

After all the wood is cut, the house 
painted and winterized and the hunting 
seasons finished, the shooter begins to 
get that old itch around the trigger 
finger. Perhaps that new rifle you or- 
dered last summer arrived and must be 
tested. Maybe you are lost without the 
fireside gossip and friendship that you 
enjoy all summer. Whatever the reason, 
the desire to shoot in competition be- 
gins to poke its head up about now. 

Relax — there is a solution. Most 
benchrest ranges offer some sort of in- 
formal shooting contests during the 
winter months. In fact, it is a rather 
large part of the fund raising activities 
of each club. This activity goes toward 
the overall cost of operating the ranges 
all year. In addition, these matches are 
taken quite seriously by those who at- 
tend them. 

Some clubs start their matches in late 
fall but most do not kick things off till 
after the holidays. The December dates 
are left out of the schedules that follow. 
With the season now upon us the dates 
for each club are listed here for your in- 
formation. Included is the name and ad- 
dress of the contact man for each 
range. Get in touch and receive your 
program to enjoy some fine shooting, 
great companionship and wintertime 
fun. 

The Dunham's Bay Fish and Game 
Club is located near Fort Ann, New 
York. Charles Fountaine is the contact 
and can be reached at R. D. 2, Fort 
Ann, N.Y. 12827. 

This club uses their backer system 
during the winter season. This takes 
extra time and effort but makes for a 
completely honest operation. “Yes — 
there are those among us who con- 
stantly short the number of shots in a 
group at winter shooting.” 

Many a time | have seen, or received 
reports of others seeing, a winter 
shooter fire three or four (sometimes 
even 2) shots into the target, go 
through the motions of loading and 
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firing and walk away with a small group 
and some of the winnings for the day. 

Exactly what makes the person in- 
volved in this chicanery think that he is 
getting away with something is beyond 
me but it has happened and will happen 
again. Small wonder that we had to in- 
stitute the backer system years ago. 

How a person could deliberately take 
a trophy or match winning payment for 
actions such as these surely must 
reflect a mentality with a problem. May 
we be rid of them; and the sooner the 
better. 


Pictured above is the firing line at 
Dunham’s Bay. It is covered, which is a 
must in winter, and entirely adequate. 


The targets at Dunham’s Bay rest in a 
depression in the woods and some fan- 
tastic aggregates are fired there in the 
winter season. 

The dates for Dunham’s Bay matches 
are January 11 and 25, February 8 and 
22, March 7 and 21, April 4 and 25. The 
final date is May 16 at which time the 
awards are given and a banauet is held. 
It is rather informal but features food 


and fellowship. A good match is 
provided for those who attend. 

The Englishtown Benchrest Shooters 
Association at Englishtown, New Jer- 
sey holds matches on the second 
Saturday of each month. | am not sure 
but believe that they, too, use their 
backer system all winter. For more in- 
formation contact Tony Hidalgo at 6 
Capp St., Carteret, N.J. 07008. 


The Englishtown range benches, 
shown above, are solid and handy with 
good cover for winter matches. All mat- 
ches here are at 5:00 p.m. and must end 
by 9:00 p.m. since the range is on a 
commcerial shooting establishment and 
is covered by a local ordinance. 


An unusual feature at Englishtown is 
the presence of paid shooting adjacent 
to the benchrest range. The club works 
under an agreement with the shooting 
facility. As seen by the random placing 
of targets, and target types, all sorts of 
things go on over there. Some good — 
some bad, but never-the-less going on. 
How fortunate are we who have access 
to private ranges. 

The Englishtown dates remaining are 
January 10, February 14, March 13, 
April 10 and May 8. 

This is a good match with much fun 
and friendship to boot. 

The Camillus Sportsmen's Club at 
Camillus, N.Y. offers a winter match 
schedule. Featuring a covered firing 
line with a wind breaker, plus a warm 
clubhouse and rifle cleaning room, the 
boys at Camillus put on a good match. 
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For those who are inclined there is 
even a trap range adjacent to the 
benchrest range. Enough time is 
available between most relays to get in 
an extra round with the shotgun. 

For information and times on these 
matches contact Mr. Hank Gonnella, 
Camillus Sportsmen’s Club, Devoe 
Road, Camillus, N.Y. 13031.

A short walk from the firing line at 
Camillus puts shooters in the warm 
clubhouse for rifle cleaning and con- 
versation. 

The Camillus match schedule finds 


matches on January 11 and 25, 
February 8 and 22, March 7 and 21 and 
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April 4 and 18. 

The South Creek Rod & Gun Club, at 
Fassett, Pa., puts on a different sort of 
winter shoot. The kitchen facilities are 
packed away for the winter and por- 
table benches are put up against the 10 
windows which face the hill behind 
bench one. The shooting is done 


across the summertime camping area. 


As shown above, the South Creek 
clubhouse looks like a fort with rifles’ 
sticking out each window. Pity the in- 
vaders of this fort. 

As soon as the shooting for that relay 


is done, the participants journey into 
the warm clubhouse through a 


swinging door. Handy, isn’t it? 


Here they can gather about the stove 
like Dick Ellinger and Jerry Guilds-to 
keep warm and shoot the bull.
